convinced that the earth is round and I wish to sail 


forth and prove it.’’ His great determination to 
carry out whatever he undertook .. . . against the 
rip tides of time . . . . criticism, doubt, scorn, etc. 
gave him the courage to set out upon what was then 
an unchartered sea; foregoing many hardships, trials 
and discouragements, with Bk one thought upper- 
most in his mind—the goal. 

The same spirit of determination existed in the 
people who first settled in Pocahontas. When the 
‘Westward Move”’ in our United States :started, 
brave souls left the comforts and security of their 
homes, going from the ‘‘known’’ parts of our United 
states to the ‘“‘unknown’’, striving ever to better and 
brighten the future for themselves and their children. 

Tradition and recorded facts are so completely 
interwoven in the early history of the Middle West 
that it is almost impossible to tell where one leaves 
off and the other begins. The oldest recording of 
of the land that is now the proud State of Arkansas, 
shows it as a “‘part of the North American Continent 
inhabited by savage red men and wild and ferocious 
animals.”’ 

The flags of Spain and France were flown on its’ 
borders before the great Louisiana Purchase raised 
the Stars and Stripes of the United States over that 
vast region embracing almost the entire half of the 
Misssissippi Valley. 

Again it passed through another period of transi- 
tion; in 1804 it was designated as a part of the 
District of Louisiana; in 1805 it became a part of 
the District of New Madrid; in 1813 it was made a 
part of the Territory of Missouri, and on July 4, 1819 
by an Act of Congress, it was named the Territory 
of Arkansas in its own right. President Monroe 
appointed his friend, General James Miller, hero of 
Lundy’s Lane, as the Governor of the new Territory, 
and Robert Crittenden, a rising young lawyer of 
Frankfort, Kentucky, as its Secretary. 


INDIANS 

At that time the frequent uprisings among the var- 
ious tribes of Indians inhabiting the new land divis- 
ion were causing considerable uneasiness to the 
Government in Washthston 

The Caddos, in the southern part of the Territory 
and the Quapaws in the central and north «central 
section were, generally, friendly toward the ‘white 
people. They were domestic types, living in small 
villages, cultivating small patches of grain, hunting 
and fishing. But the two most powerful tribes, the 
Cherokee and the Osabe, were continually at war 
with each other. Like the Quapaw and Caddo, the 
Cherokee tribe lived in villages, hunted, fished and 
cultivated patches of grain. 

The Cherokee also displayed distinctive talent in 
handcraft. The Osage, on the other hand, was a 
roving tribe. Seeing a promising village or a fine

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victims, plunder, burn and carry away the spoils of 
his pillage. The Cherokee had sworneternal ven- 
geance upon the Osage for this depradations, and a 
state of unrelenting warfare existed between them. 

President Monroe, desirious of bringing about a 
treaty of peace tetween them, commissioned Gov- 
ernor Miller to bring the chiefs of the Osage and 
Cherokee tribes together for a parley. Twice the 
Governor failed in the attempt. Months later they 
agreed to meet with him. This pow wow was held 
in the western part of the Territory, near thepresent 
site of Fort Smith. Neither chieftan would agree to 
any suggestion of peace, and the meeting was dead- 
locked until a young Indian, named Chickelleh, made 
such an impassioned appeal for the ceasing of hos- 
tilities and the useless slaughter of young braves 
of both tribes, that the lordly Gi tkas and his dark- 
skinned Osage enemy agreedto smoke the Pipe of 
Peace together. 

The Cherokee chief, however, appearing to be 
somewhat doubtful as to how his people would ac- 
cept this agreement with the Osage and the White 
Father in Washington, was asked if he would like to 
think the matter over. Shaking his head he proudly 
said: “‘I have spoken my word’’, and left, his prom- 
ise given. 

The Indian wars ended, white Settlers began com- 
ing in to the new Territory. Accounts of the beauty 
and fertility of the new country had been carried to 
the states east of the Mississippi by Indian scouts 
and hunters and a great exodus into the new Terri- 
tory began. By wagon train and in single parties, 
whole Pandliee, with their slaves, livestock and 
such household goods as they could bring in their 
wagons, began pouring into the virgin lands. From 
1808 to 1830 caravan after caravan fought their way 
over trails rutted deep by the wheels of the heavy 
wagons; forded wild and unchartered streams, wa- 
gons creaking and jolting over the rocky hills, the 
oxen pitting their great strength against the rugged 
hills and the pull of gumbo mud in the flat lands. 
Days of toil turned into months of laborious jour- 
neying. Hot winds in the summer months, snow and 
sleet and rain in the winter, all these took their 
toll of the pale-face travelers in the Indian country, 
and many a grave marked the trail to the great 
southwest. 

Discouraging delays to make necessary repairs 
would at times test the faith of the strongest of 
them, but ever the lure of the home that was to be 
won from the wilderness held out new hope. At 
night, around the crackling campfires, they would 
talk of the country they would build; of the church- 
es, schools and settlements that would spring up 
in this new country, equal to any that they -had 
left behind across the Mississippi. pete In- 
dians often came up, curious at the white faces 
and strange equipment of these wayfarers; conver- 
sations were interpreted by the guides who under- 
stood the customs and many of the dialects of the 
Indians; both white and red men ever cautious and 
alert to note any hostile movement, for every man 
carried, and knew how to use, a gun and a knife. 
But as far as is known, no act of treachery was

urrent River, played an important part in the his- 
tory of our country. Across that ferry came uncount- 
ed immigrants. Came young Robert Crittenden in 
frock coat and tall beaver hat, his newly signed 
Commission as Secretary of the Territory of ee: 
sas, along with his personal possessions, in his 
saddle bags. 

Later that same ferry saw troop after troop of 
men in Blue and men in Gray, passing and repass- 
ing in the throes of the Bitter war between the 
States. 

In the migratory movement of the year 1809, John 
Janes of Virginia, a survivor of the Revolutionary 
War, who bas come into the Territory of Missouri 
in 1800, brought his family southward. Reaching 
the northwestern part of what is now Randolph 
County, he settled in the valley of a large creek 
that still bears his name. Early records show that 
the Rickmans, Davises and Bakers also settled on 
Janes Creek. 

In 1815 the David Black family came from South 
Carolina and chose for their home the rich lands in 
Eleven Point River valley. There, \Ir. Black built 
his home and established a ferry and extended his 
hospitality to many a weary traveler passing on the 
east-to-west trail. 

According to a story told about this ferry, the 
United States Treasury is $500.00 richer than it 
expected to be. At the time of the moving of the 
Indians into the Indian Territory, an agreement was 
made between a government agent in charge of the 
transportation prises people and Mr. Black to ferry 
the Indians across the river, for which \r. Black 
was to receive a fee of $500.00. But the Indians, 
not knowing of this arrangement, crossed the river 
at a ford during the night, and the ferrying deal fell 
through. 

To the beautiful valley of the turbulent and un- 
predictable Spring River in the early years of the 
nineteenth century came many families of Scottish 
and English lineage. The Campbells, Stubblefields, 
Mattixes, Revvels and Hoderbys. Samuel \{clIlroy, 
a hatter by trade supplied the men in a radius of 
miles with fine fur felt hats. 

About 1822 the De \lunn brothers, refugees of the 
French Revolution, came up from New Orleans, 
Louisiana, hunting and trapping. Locating on 
Black River, some two miles below the present site 
of Pocahontas, they built a water-powered grist mill 
and also a saw-millon a creek emptying into Black 
River at that point, still known as Mill Creek. 
These water powered mills may have been the first 
industry in the Territory. 
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e county lying slightly northeast of 
ontas,is mostcertainly a corruption of ‘‘Cher- 

Bayou’’, as French people would refer to a 

ee or slough, that was a camp site of a Cherokee 
ank. 

To this land drained by the Fourche du Mas, 
came the Foster, Fletchers, (Richard Fletcher was 
the father of John Gould Fletcher of the noted 
Fletcher family in Arkansas), the Sweazys, |Plotts 
and the Peyton R. Pitmans, (Mr. Pitman became the 
first County Judge of Randolph County), Dr. Wm. 
Jarrett, who practiced medicine in the little town 
built by these pioneers, called Columbia, and the 
Mathias Mock family located on \ud Creek in 1815. 
In 1815, Wm. Clark, Governor of the Territory of 
Missouri, appointed William Russell as Justice of 
the Peace, ‘‘Within, and for the Settlement of 
Fourche de Thkmas’’. The first court was held in 
the Russell home. 

The rich, delta-like soil built up by deposits left 
by the overflowing of the five rivers in Randolph 
County gave promise of a future, rich and produc- 
tive. owering cypress, oak, elm, black walnut, 
and hickory Seen lar er in girth than the circum- 
ference of a wagon wheel, fell to the ring of the 
axe and swing af muscular shoulders. With broad- 
axe and wedge the logs were split, the bark and 
outer contour slabbed off. The heavy, square tim- 
bers were then used to build houses, most of them 
simple one-room cabins, while other more preten- 
ious homes consisted of two large rooms connected 
by a hallway of the same dimensions, open on two 
sides, occasionally an attic room was built above 
the rooms, reached by a straight ladder nailed to 
the wall of the hallway. When a new comer came 
into the section, or a young couple married and be- 
construction of a new home, every man in the area, 
strong enough to ‘heft his end of a log’’ came, vol- 
untarily, to assist at the building and many hands 
made short work of the primitive task. 
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In 1822, Thomas Stephenson Drew, (who later be- 
came the 3rd Governor of the State of Arkansas), 
came from Virginia, carrying a small stock of mer- 
chandise on a pony pack train, stopping at the 
cabins scattered along the trail and peddling his 
wares. Seeing the potential possibilities of the 
tiny settlement on the river road, young Drew decid- 
ed to locate at Bettes’ Bluff and open a little store. 
There he met and married Cinderalla, daughter of Dr. 
Ransom and Polly Bettis. 

In addition to his store, Mr. Drew also began trad- 
ing in hogs. In those days and for twenty or thirty 
years after, any one placing a pair or two of hogs in 
the evergreen cane brakes in the ‘‘bottoms’’, marked 
with his own brand, could go into the bottoms in the 
Falland killall the hogs he would need for his meat 
for the year. In the same manner hogs were quite an 
item in a commercial way. Although not the “‘razor- 
back’’ of fiction, they were by no means the sleek, 
well-shaped porcine animals of today’s market, but 
they meant meat and lard and therefore were a good 
investment. \r. Drew built a small packing house 
and shipped meat and livestock on flatboats and 
barges to markets down the river, returning with a

Upon formal application and by an Act of the 
22nd Congress of the United States of America, 
Arkansas Pgerieery was admitted as the 31st State 
of the Union on the 7th Day of December, 1836, 
which Act was approved and ratified by President 
Andrew Jackson on the 15th day of June, 1836, and 
became the soveriegn State of Arkansas. 

The Act creating the State gave to each county 
the right to select and name its own county seat. 
Two commissioners were appointed to select two 
likely settlements and let the people choose one of 
the two for their seat of justice. at an election to 
be held for that purpose. 

The largest number of settlers having located 
some eight miles north of Pocahontas, it was pre- 
sumed that the county seat would be established 
there, at a point near Eclipse Spring. Another 
argument in favor of that point was that the first 
court in the county had been held in the home of 
William Russell, in that area. In a few — stump 
speeches, after the appointment of the commis- 
sioners, this idea was advanced. 

But, “‘Politicians are born, not made’’, is an 
adage that held true in the day of the pioneer as 
well as it does today. The Bettis and ak fam- 
ilies, owning the largest portion of the real estate 
in Pocahontas and anxious to secure the county 
seat for that town, arranged a free barbecue and 
rally, to which the entire population of the county 
was invited. 

The day began with martial music, followed by 
contests of strength and dexterity, military maneu- 
vers and the showing and judging of fine horses, 
for which, even at that early Ee renslen County 
was quite famous. Over it all wafted the tantiliz- 
ing aroma of the beef, pork and venison roasting to 
the proper degree in the big barbecue pit in the 
grove near the river. When the meat was done “‘to 
a turn’’, the dinner bell called everyone to the 
feast of delectable barbecued meat, bread and 
lemonade. Whiskey was also served in generous 
quantities, Bettis and Drew showing a lavish hos- 
pitality to their assembled guests. Afternoon, the 
women gathered in a shady grove to visit with each 
other. The men congregated about a speaker’s 
stand and gave close attention to patriotic orator 
in the flowery language of the day, flavored wit 
politics and humor. The building of the new State 
and County; the obligation of ‘“‘every man, woman 
and child’’ to do his utmost to promote the settling 
and advancement of the new Commonwealth; the 
ideal means of commercial and passenger traffic 
offered by Black River; the natural boat landing 
place at the foot of the bluff were some of the 
major topics of discussion at this occasion. When 
someone in the crowd suggested that it would be a 
good time to hold the election of a county seat, 
the idea was promptly acted upon. The result gave 


as he Wit f 
>ction anc hontas was legally 

-d_as the county seat of Randolph County in 
the new State of Arkansas. 

Much credit for the upbuilding of the town and 
county goes deservedly to the Foges n-born people 
who came into it during the ’80’s. Pathos eibel, 
missionary priest in northeast Arkansas, procured 
for Pocahontas a part of that great tide of immi- 
eats pouring into the United States from all over 

urope. The majority of the immigrants coming to 
Pocahontas were from parts of Germany, with some 
Swiss, Hollanders, Bavarians, Irish and Scottish 
families. 

The foreigners experienced great hardships in 
the first years of their residence here. Climatic 
conditions caused severe illness among them. 
Maleria and cholera morbus, that great killer of 
children in the past, claimed the life of almost 
every baby among the newcomers. 
















As one tiny 
coffin after the other was carried to the graveyard, 
terror struck at the immigrants. Many of them dis- 
posed of their holdings and left for other states. 
Those who remained, by their thrift and application 
brought about a change in the agricultural system of 
the county. Accustomed to small acreages, they 
knew how to conserve space and give careful cul- 
tivation to the crops. Row crops and grain fields 
received careful attention. Every farm had its 
orchard, seedling trees, but carefully pruned and 
cared for, they yielded good fruit. All of their 
lands were fenced with hand-split rails, the only 
type of fence in the rural sections of the country, 
but the majority of the farms existing in that time 
had only the fields and house place mea Man 
acres ‘lay out’ where the livestock roamed at will. 
In fact, this fencing was one of openly-voiced 
criticisms against the strangers, who at first were 
looked upon with suspicion and sometimes hostil- 
ity. ‘*These Dutchmen”’ (all foreigners were label- 
ed Dutchmen), ‘‘are going to ruin the country with 
their fencing. Pretty soon there won’t be a place 
left to hunt in or to turn the stock out in’’. 

But the native friendliness of the Randolph 
people met the proffered friendship of the newcom- 
ers and a ura nate and respect developed. Many 
funny stories are told about the foreigners, whose 
ways seemed so Strange to the native sons and 
daughters. On the other hand, the habits and man- 
nerisms of the ‘‘Americaners’”’ gave rise to many a 
joke among the “‘Dutchmen’’. 

Children of all lands knew no racial or national 
differences and playing together the little immi- 
grants quickly learned to speak English and in turn 
taught their language to the children of the area 
where they had settled. 


CUSTOMS 


A log-rollin’ was something of an event in a com- 
munity. Heavy, back-straining work for the men- 
folk from early sun-up till dinner time. Then the 
bountiful meal, prepared by the women folk of the 
neighborhood, was spread on tables made of rough 
boards laid across convenient stumps or big rocks. 
Venison, racoon, pork and wild turkey in thick, 
juicy slices, with corn bread and a dessert of dried 
fruit, washed down with hot coffee or cold spring 
water, satisfied hearty appetites. After dinner the 
women cleared the tables, carefully avoiding any 
waste of food, and the men returned to their work.

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The settlers would also ‘‘swap work’’; in return 
for help extended to him by his neighbors, most of 
whom lived a distance of five and even ten miles 
miles away, a man with his wife and the members 
of his family big enough to use a hoe or plow, would 
come and offer their Feiss when an ill-timed over- 
flow or a physical injury had caused an acquain- 
tance to fall behind in ae crop making. Without 
this mutual help a broken bone or other misfortune 
would spell catastrope if it occurred between plant- 
ing time and the time that crops were ‘‘laid by’’. 
The bite of a water moccasin in the swampy lands 
or a rattler or copperhead in the uplands was a 
source of constant dread while working in the dense 
undergrowth or among the rocks and ledges. Agony, 
and often death, were the results of the sting of 
these venomous snakes in that day before the de- 
velopment of life-saving sera. ny person who 
failed to come to the aid of another in time of need 
was looked upon with contempt by his neighbors. 

Every home had, in addition to the vegetable 
garden brightened by brilliant summer flowers, an 
assortment of herbs to meet sickness — calomus, 
tansy, catnip, hoarhound and camomile, for teas 
and brews. The bark of wild cherry and slippery 
elm were carefully brewed into a bitter but curative 
dose. And in the spring a round of sulphur and 
molasses to thin the blood said to have become 
sluggish during the winter, dosage enforced by any 
method deemed necessary by the dispenser. 

A political speaking would always draw a crowd. 
Usually a picnic or barbecue was arranged in con- 
nection with the pseaking, for the benefit of a 
church or school-building project. Ice cream and 
lemondde stands were patronized by everyone. Ice 
was kept under a great pile of sawdust, taken out 
a chuck at a time, put into a gunny sack and crushed 
to freeze the ice cream in hand-turned freezers. 
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_ another tub of water and were ready for the next 





‘store boughten’ bread provided a substantial meal 
for the Pee. A mule-powered merry-go-round 
provided a dizzying ride. No ride on a painted 
carousel or roller-coaster could out-thrill the whirl 
of the circle of seates while the patient mule wearily 
walked around the center post, ouliite the lever that 
controlled the swing. 

Boat excursions were a high point in the social 
life of the town. A dinner on board, the evening of 
dancing in the moonlight, the sweet sound of music 
on the water made a never-to-be-forgotten exper- 
ience. At all the balls and dances the parents or 
some older people accompanied the young couples, 
sometimes sitting around the dance floor visiting 
with one another, but more often than not they join- 
ed in with the dancers and were always a welcome 
part of the party. 

No young man would dream of coming to escort a 
young lady in the evening without carrying a lan- 
tern, either in his hand or attached to his buggy, 
nor would her father or guardian have permitted her 
to accompany the youth without the benefit of this 
illuminating appurtenance. 

With the progress of time came other sources of 
entertainment. While the steamboat excursions 
still were popular and balls still filled the ball 
rooms of hotels, ‘‘Opera House’’ or private home a 
new form of entertainment was opening up to the 
people of the city. Chautauqua bookings were en- 
gaged and the big tents were filled with patrons at 
every performance of the varied and artistic enter- 
tainers. Stock Companies opened for a week at a 
time with a reportoire of comedies and light opera, 
either under a tent or in the ‘‘Opera House’. A 
good stock company was certain of an enthusiastic 
patronage season after season. Circuses and ani- 
mal shows came in the late summer or early fall. 
Horseback and buggy riding, kodaking, sleighing, 
candy making and ice cream socials offered as 
satisfying relaxation and pleasure as the vacation 
trips to beach or summer resort of today. Customs 
change but human nature does not and the pleasant 
association of youth needs no particular era to sat- 
isfy the human craving for social proximity.

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Many of the pioneers brought their religion with 

em. Services were soon held in the homes or 
under the canopy of great trees. As communities 
developed and neighborhoods became settled, re- 
ligious societies were formed and durable places of 
worship erected. Pocahontas was destined to be- 
come the site for churches of many denominations. 

Educational growth paralleled religious progress 
to a large extent. Tradition has it that Caleb 
Lindsey, migrating from Kentucky in 1815, settled 
on Spring River and in a cave on the river taught 
the neighborhood children the rudiments of learning. 

At or near the same time, John Young Lindsey, 
son of Caleb Lindsey, a Baptist preacher, traveled 
the area. Also, Eli Lindsey, was busily engaged in 
carrying the message of John Wesley to the people. 
Two Jesuits, Fathers Odin and Timan, travelling a 
mission-route from St. Louis through New Madrid to 
Davidsonville and Arkansas Post baptised, instruct- 
ed and performed marriages for the Catholics 
scattered throughout the territory. 

Understandably, advancement was slow but an 
early Arkansas History reveals that Sunday Schools 
were numerous and soon school classes were con- 
ducted for a few weeks at a time in various church- 
es with the teacher usually being paid in commodi- 
ties. 

Subscription type schools flourished and the first 
recorded public school in Pocahontas was taught in 
the early ‘eighties’ by Mrs. Eliza Hogan. Another 
pioneer in the public schools, Miss Mollie Smith, 
remained a teacher almost to the end of her long 
and energetic life. 

During the early years the first few ‘readers’ 
wrote on slates but the more advanced students 
were taught to write with pen and ink on ‘slick’ 
paper. 

A Catholic Institute, known later as the Maria 
Stein Academy, wielded considerable influence in 
educational circles. Opened in 1867 by Sisters 
Mary Beatrice, Mary Agnes, Mary Walburga, and 
Mary Frances, the young men and women of the city 
were introduced to the fine arts, voice, and painting. 
A separate school was operated for negro students. 

Although not yet well attended the public school 
was fairly well established by 1899 and most of our 
present churches enjoyed sizeable congregations. 

Some of the capable and dedicated religious lead- 
ers of the time included George F. Lemmons, Sol

M. White, Joe L. Park, Herbert Rice, Theodore Rice, 
M.D. Bowers, R.C. Medearis, Mrs. Charles F. 
Shannon, J. Will Henley, Raymond Henley, Mrs. 
Henry Douglass, J.S. Anderson, Colonel James 
Purkins, William H. Johnson, M.A. Grant, William 
Inman, and Father O’Kean. 

Close harmony existed between religious groups. 
For instance, in 1868 while aboard a Mississippi 
River steamer, a group of businessmen formed a 
friendship with Father O’Kean who was invited to 
preach in Pocahontas. At the close of the services, 
the citizens, most of them Protestant and Jewish, 
there being less than a dozen catholics in the 
county, subscribed $2,000.00 for the erection of a 
Catholic church. Methodists frequently permitted 
other denominations to use their building for worship 
services. 

Some will recall the dedication of the Church of 
Christ in 1914 by a twelve year-old boy preacher, 
Raymond Henley, whose ability as a speaker in- 
voked much comment in the community. Everyone 
was grieved when fire destroyed the First Baptist 
Church in 1948 but the undaunted members commenc- 
ed rebuilding plans even on the smoldering ruins. 

Going back again, the schools kept pace with 
advancements in the community and at the beginning 
of the century construction was launched of the 
brick building located on Marr Street which, al- 
though revamped, is still used as a grade school. In 
its corridors is contained the hallowed memories of 
leloved teachers who patiently but firmly guided 
their charges through the ‘readers’ and “‘blue back” 
spellers and, much later, through the systematic 
series of grades. 

Detailed accounts of individual group advances 
are available to the interested, but the fact of our 
community, spiritual and educational growth is best 
reflected in the moral stability of our citizens for 
rarely do we experience an extremely serious crime 
or act of violence. Further, we have at least four- 
teen active and growing congregations of different 
faiths in our community and the beautiful churches, 
parsongaes, and related properties, conservatively 
valued in excess of $500,000, is some indication fo 
the importance attached to this phase of our com- 
munity life. Finally, the modern public and paro- 
chial school plants and systems stand in tribute to 
our early pioneers in education.

The first act of the Military Board was to

_--—s organize five regiments, which assembled and ren- 


dezvoused at Pocahontas. Later, General William 
J. Hardee established his headquarters in Poca- 
hontas and successfully recruited an army. Again, 
in 1862, General Van Dorn recruited ten infantry 
and four artillery companies for immediate service, 
Two prominent community leaders, Dr. Michael 
Beshoar and Major James T. \lartin, veterans of 
Shiloh and Gieciathy returned on leave to Pocahontas 
and organized a company of troops which garrisoned 
the city with headquarters at the St. Charles Hotel. 
This company successfully raided Greenville, 
Missouri, and attacked Colonel Leeper’s Cavalry 
while they were asleep in their tents, sending them 
in disorderly retreat across the river ‘in their under- 
wear’. 

Eight companies of Randolph County men were 
banded together and placed under the command of 
the following men, nearly all of whom have living 
descendants in our area: Joseph \artin, Eli Huf- 
stedler, \lahlon McNabb, T.J. \lellon,; Albert Kel- 
sey, Wm. A. Black, Isaac Schmick,and John Mitchel. 

he city was not without contact with Federal 
troops. On one occasion General Steele occupied 
the same camp-site formerly used by General Hardee 
while recruiting his army. 

Later, Federal troops, returning froma skirmish, 
respectfully but firmly, commandeered the come of 
Margaret Elizabeth Hampp converting it, temporari- 
ly, to a hospital for their wounded. In 1863, a seg- 
ment of the twon was burned by Federal raiders. 

A tragic, yet amusing, episode occurred the night 
that Union vavalrymen captured General Charles 
Thompson, the ‘‘Swamp Fox’’, while asleep. Almost 
simultaneously with the capture, a Confederate 
courier arrived at the General’s headquarters, and, 
seeing the Union troops said: ‘‘General, ] see you 
have prisoners.’’ ‘‘No,’’ the General replied, 
wryly, “‘they have me.”’ 

The war ended and many of our finest men were 
killed, wounded and crippled. The economic chaos 
that embraced the South at the end of hostilities 
prevailed here. “et, despite adversity, the city 
slowly progressed. Churches, schools and new co- 
mercial buildings were erected, sidewalks extended 


and the area slowly assumed a new air of prosperity. 


SPANISH-AMERICAN WAR 

The Spanish-American War in 1898, found a mem- 
ber: of the county’s citizens enlisting. Five sur- 
vivors of the war lived in Pocahontas until a few 
ears ago: Captain J.W. Argo, Jake Liebabber 
lerbert W. Schoonover, J.C. Bowers and S.A. Smith. 
Mr. Smith is now the only survivor of Randolph 
County’s Spanish-American Veterans. 

















THE KCREAN CONFLICT 


On registration day, June 5, 1917, the city had a 
large rally, complete with a parade, consisting of 
bands and patriotic floats. 

Our fighting men were soon inducted at Camp 
Pike, dispersed to training camps, and thence to 
action. 

At home, Liberty Loan Drives, Thrift Stamp Sav- 
ings, Liberty Days, meatless, wheatless and sugar- 
less days, worry andanxiety consumed our time and 
thoughts. Our women prayed, sewed, knitted, made 
bandages and scanned casualty lists. 

On Renee 7, 1918, a false report that hostili- 
ties had ended reached the city and the premature 
celebration that followed ended in bitter disappoint- 
ment. When news of the actual signing of the 
Armistice reached Pocahontas a few days later, our 
people gathered in churches and gave thanks for the 
end of the war. 

Our men served with distinction and Clyde Huf- 
stedler received the Distinguished Service Medal. 
William Steimel received the Distinguished Service 
Medal and the Croix De Guerre of France. 

This was during the ‘Prohibition’ Era and upon 
the return of our men, much food and ‘‘Bevo’”’ (a 
non-alcoholic beverage) was consumed at a ‘‘Wel- 
come Home’”’ party held in the A.B. Jones Wholesale 
Company Building. Later that day, our American 
Legion Post was organized and named Meeks- 
Johnston, honoring Lts. Charles Meeks and Warren 
Johnston. 

Twenty-four years later, from the fields, class- 
rooms, factories and business houses, our boys 
stepped into the grim horror of World War II, their 
absence symbolized by small white flags, bordered 
with red, containing a blue star, proudly displayed 
in the home windows. 

This was a war of many fronts. Casualty lists 
contained the names of many of our own. Yet, the 
war continued and more were needed and called. 
For the first time, our yough women served in uni- 
form with distinction and courage. 

During these troubled years, our community was 
host, entertained and provided homes for many of 
the officers and men stationed at anearby airbase, 
some of whom have since returned to make this city 
their permanent home. 

Finally, it was over, but evacuation came slowly. 

A Memorial Plaque stands on the northeast corner 
of the courthouse lawn dedicated to men the who 
gave their lives in these two wars. 

The time that elapsed between World War II and 
the Korean Conflict was fleeting. The Race ney of 
the war precludes a discussion of its nature and, it 
suffices to say, that many of our boys were assigned 
to military duty in that distant land. Clarence 
Brown, son of Mr. and Mrs. William Brown, gave his 
life and a Distinguished Service Medal was award- 
ed post-humously, to his parents. 

Pocahontas has witnessed and survived five 
wars. In all of them her citizens have contributed 
magnificently to the cause to which she was aligned.

THE RANDOLPH COUNTY MEMORIAL HOSPITAL 


Since the opening of the hospital on October 23, 1950, it has steadily improved its services and sev- 
eral additions have been added in the form of new and better equipment. Air conditioning, additional office 
space, awnings, have all been added and construction is now under way on the much needed solarium or sun 
porch, 


In July of 1954 Mr. Kenneth Dahl resigned as administrator and was replaced by Robert A. Berry- 
man, who is the present administrator. 


The present hospital staff consists of five registered nurses, nine nurse's aids, two orderlies, three 
people in the housekeeping department, two laundry personnel, one maintenance man, and one man who takes 
care of the grounds. In addition to these, there are four people who work in the administrative department 
which includes the administrator. 


In January of 1955, the hospital announced the beginning of another service to its patients, that being 
the newly organized corp of Gray Ladies. This organization is under the direction of the American Red Cross 
and is sponsored by the hospital auxiliary. This group is composed of about 60 ladies of Randolph County who 
give of their time to do the many little extra things for the patients that the nursing department does not have 
time for. The hospital would like at this time to express its sincere appreciation for the splendid work being 
done by the Gray Ladies. 


April 1, 1955, the Hospital Auxiliary sponsored its first Home Town Varities. The show was a huge 
success and the proceeds were used to buy a much needed fracture bed for the Randolph County Memorial Hos- 
pital. Funds derived from the second Variety Show held in the spring of 1956 will be used to buy furniture for 
the newly constructed sun room. 


The hospital will celebrate its sixth birthday October 23, 1956. During those six years, the hospital 
has rendered its services to over 6000 people. Its doors have never closed and it has never been without pa- 
tients. The hospital wishes to extend to its many patients and visitors an expression of gratitude for the many 
gifts, whole-hearted support and cooperation it has received, and pledges itself to continue in its operation, 
The doors will always be open and the staff ever ready to do their utmost in the relief of suffering and the ben- 


efit of humanity.

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INDUSTRY 


Probably the first commercial activity in the 
county was the hattery of Samuel McIlroy. The 
water-powered grist mill and saw mill of DeMunn 
Brothers were established about the same time. 

The river traffic was the nucellus of all commer- 
ce in the village of Pocahontas. Transportation in 
and out of the town and county was principally by 
steamboats on the Black River, sedi business of 
every kind was lively, with people saying little of 
hard times. Among the many boats serving Poca- 
hontas were the U.S. Mail Packet, Milt Harry, the 
elegant steamer, Josie Harry, the Wild Boy, and 
the Hope and the Clara Inman, the last named cap- 
tained by the Inman brothers. Others were the 
Bragg and the cotton boat, /da Lee, with Captain 
Pete McArthur, the Black Diamond, the Laurel and 
the Fairy Queen. The Julia Dean, with a valuable 
cargo travelling from Memphis to Pocahontasisank 
just before piachine its destination. 

Besides the river route, passengers and freight 
were also transported overland by stage-coach and 
wagon. The Bigger and the St. Charles hotels 
each maintained ees stables in connection and 
advertised ‘“‘good horses, good hacks and good 
drivers’’. 

The beginning of road building in Arkansas touch- 
ed Pocahontas when the North to South Military road 
was begun in 1832. During that year and through 
1836, this road opened from Hix’s Ferry on the 
Current River through Pocahontas and Davidson- 
ville to Little Rock. Today, the ‘‘Great-Lakes-to 
the-Gulf’’ Highway (U.S. 67) passes through Poca- 
hontas where it merges with State Highways 90 and 
115, the three paved roads forming a “‘Y”’ and the 
ies approach to the Black River bridge. 

n 1892 eastern industrialists promoted a railroad 
and the fact that railways were fast supplanting the 
river traffic in commercial transportation eeuesd the 
landowners to contribute more lands than were re- 
quired. In 1898 work was begun on the Hoxie, 
Pocahontas and Northern railroad, beginning at 
Hoxie and reaching to the east side of the Black 
River at Pocahontas in 1908, dead-ending there. A 
**Y’’ turn-around enabled the train to make the re- 
turn trip to Hoxie and passengers and freight were 
ferried across the river to Pocahontas. Meanwhile, 
the Hauk Railroading Company was building the 
Frisco line south from Cape piardeans Missouri, 
and when it reached Pocahontas, the H.P. & N. 
consolidated with it and a combination railroad and 
wagon bridge was constructed. It was used only a 
few years by the railroad, and condemned for such 
use, and until 1911, the Northbound trains from 
Hoxie stopped on the east side of the birdge and 
then trturned to Hoxie, and Southbound trains turn- 
around on the west side at Pocahontas, and went 
back to Cape Girardeau. Passengers and freight to 
and from Pocahontas were hauled in a sort of cover- 
ed wagon, popularly known as the “Hoodlum Wagon” 
(driven for years by Joe Less Knotts) across the 
above mentioned bridge which was still open to foot 

assengers and vehicular traffic, on a toll basis. 
Bor years the toll-keeper was Captain Wibb Conner, 
and he was succeeded by his son, Carl Conner. 
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Finally the county purchased the bridge and it was 
supplanted by the new Highway bridge built about 
the year 1925. The Frisco constructed a new rail- 
road bridge in 1911, which still serves the railroad 
company. It is said to be the second longest single 
span bridge in the world. 

One of the principal sources of industry in the 
county, was its magnificent forests of hard and soft 
woods and for more than a century these great 
trees brought uncounted wealth into the area. One 
of the aaclteat big mills was the riverside Manu- 
facturing Company located on the river near the 
city. Hanauer’s cotton gin was also a pioneer in- 
dustry as was the Pocahontas Bender Works, buyer 
of hardwood blocks for making wagon ‘‘hounds and 
fellys’’ (to the uninitiated, a hound is a brace for 
the running gear and a felly is a circular rim of a 
wheel into which spokes are inserted). Also the 
Grafton Stave and Heading Company, makers of 
barrel staves and headings came to Pocahontas in 
the heyday of the timber business. 


In 1909, J. O. and R. E. Sallee established a 
factory in Pocahontas, for making hickory handles 
for ax, hammer and other tools. Hicks abounded 
in the county at the time and there were great trees 
of smooth and scaly bark hickory hereabouts. Sallee 
Bros. factory has been in continuous operation 
since, except for a short time due to fire, and their 
products are shipped to every state in the union and 
to many foreign countries. Approximately 100 men 
are employed in their plants at Pocahontas and 
and other points, and they now manufacture ice and 
operate a coal yard. 

The Western Tie and Timber Co., buyers of rail- 
road ties, moved its main office to Pocahontas in 
1912 with John R. Shively as manager. The Speice 
Bros. Stave Mill, Vail c ooperage Co., (later known 
as Vail-Donaldson) and Spencer Stave Mills also 
provided a ready market for products of the forest 
and mill workers. Until recently, a large saw mill 
was operated by A.P. Weatherly. 

The pearl button industry reached its zenith in 
1917 and the Pocahontas Pear! Button Co. operated 
a button blank cutting factory. Such blanks were 
processed elsewhere, but mussel shell diggers 
along Black River supplied the demand for the raw 
material as long as they could, shells being shipped 
in from other points by the car load when the local 
supply was diminished. 

Anegg-dehydrating plant was built in Pocahontas 
in 1942 by local citizens and leased to various 
operators until sold in 1945 to Armour & Co.

a”. me of the older firms and merchants in business 
_ in Pocahontas were Levi Hecht, Alec Hampp, Fred 
Kline, Warshavsky’s, Wall Bros., R. N. Hamil, 
_ Skinner Drug Store, Martin Drug Store, L. E. Imbo- 
den, John Hencke and A. Z. Schnabaum. Others 
followed such as Johnson-Cloyes Hardware Co., 
Bennett & Rice, Alphin’s Meat Market, N.A. Childs, 
J. W. Voohers, Spinnenweber and Peters, Henr 
Meier, Junkersfeld’s, Lewallen Grocery and Tasepa 
Peters. 

Ed Graham, ‘“‘Dad’’ Busick and Wiley Ward were 
among the first barbers, and Bill Malone, Charley 
Moore and B. B. Fisher were right on their heels. 

F. J. Baltz has been in the real estate business 
for approximately 50 years as has Joe Decker, and 
both are still actively engagel «therein. | 

The Martin Insurance Agency, established in 1908 

under the name of Martin & Wells, later known as 
Martin & Fisher, and now as the Martin Agency, is 
one of the oldest businesses in Pocahontas still 
under the same management, as is the Johnston 
Drug Company, begun in January, 1917. Joseph 
Peters establishedras restaurant, confectionery and 
variety store before, 1900: and his son, Joe, still 
operates Peters Variety Store in Pocahontas. 

All in all, four banks have been established at 
Pocahontas, The Randolph County Bank, the Poca- 
hontas State Bank and the First National Bank. 
They were consolidated as the Randolph State 
Bank, which was closed furing the 1930 depression. 
The Bank of Biggers removed to Pocahontas in 
1930, became the Bank of Pocahontas, and in 1953 
celebrated its semi-centennial. 

Radio Station KPOC, opened in 1950, now ope- 
rated on AM and F'M and serves the trade of Poca- 
hontas and within a thirty mile radius. 

Electric lighting and telephone systems were es- 
tablished in Pocahontas approximetely 50 years 
ago, a waterworks system begun in 1917, improved 
and extended in 1939, a modern sewage disposal 
system constructed in the same year, and a black- 
top road project for all city streets inaugurated in 
1940. Electric energy is now furnished by the Ark- 
Mo Power Company, water and sewage disposal 
systems are city owed and are self-liquidating, 
and the streets are fully paid for. A new modern 
court house was erected in 1940, and a modern fire 
department is maintained with three fire trucks and 
bei ied equipment valued at $25,000.00, and ade-

Insurance peency;) This paper was published 

ugust 22, 1863, when Federal 

troops raiding out of Missouri burned a part of the 
town including the newspaper office. 

After the burning of the newspaper office by the 

raiders, Pocahontas was without a newspaper for 


two years. Then Edwin Rockwell established the 
courier. In 1867 he sold it to T.J. Ratliff and J.H. 


Purkins, who changed the name to Black River 
Standard. The paper became insolvent in one year 
and the equipment was purchased by Thomas L. 
Martin, who began publication of the Randolph 
County Express in July 1868. In the same year 
Edwin Rockwell and Joseph Hufstedler established 
the Randolph County Courier, which consolidated 
with the Express and was published until 1873. 

In 1869 the Randolph County Republican was 
started but was short lived. Later the Scalpel was 
established by J.H. Purkins and the same Edwin 
Rockwell, who must have had printer’s ink in his 
veins, as this was his third venture in the news- 
paper business in Pocahontas. At his death, J.A. 
C. Jackson bought an interest in the Scalpel and 
continued to be active in the publication until he 
sold his interest to W.A. Lucas in 1882. Soon 
afterwards the plant burned and was not replaced. 

In 1880 the Randolph Herald was started by C.W. 
and L.A. Dunifer who sold the firm to F.E. LeSieur, 
a short time owner, and in 1882 Capt. J.N. Bolen 
purchased this printing establishment, remaining 
in business until 1897. Subsequent owners were 
S.O. Penick, 1897-1899; Hull & Miller, 1889; E.E. 
Spiller, 1889-1901. Owners and co-owners during 
the early 1900’s were L.F. Blankenship, Earle W. 
Hodges, D.A. Lindsey andB.G. Hinton. About 1906 
the Randolph Herald was consolidated with the 
News-Herald and the Pocahontas Star and the name 
changed to the Star Herald, our present printing 
company, publishers of the weekly newspaper, 
Pocahontas Star Herald. Members of the Blanken- 
ship family have been continuous owners since 1902 
and the business has been managed by L.F. Blank- 
ship, W.L. Blankenship, Harry Blankenship and 
Eunice Blankenship O’Baugh, the present editor 
who has served in this capacity since 1935.

The MARTIN AGENCY was organized on April 1, 1908, with 
L. R. Martin and J. D. Wells operating as MARTIN & WELLS. In 
1913 L. R. Martin became the sole owner, but continued to operate 
the business as MARTIN & WELLS.
